President Charles S. Mellen of the New 
Haven railroad appeared before the com- 


thittee on railroads at the State House 


ioday in support of his petition, accom- 
panving a bill designed to remove the 
criticism that has been made against his 
company and its policy in Massachusetts. 
The bill in question is to authorize the 
present outstanding indebtedness of the 
company. For three vears past the com- 
pany has been charged with a violation 
of its charter in respect to its security 
ISSTICS, 

The New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford railroad is facing a condition in Mas- 
Bachusetts, and not a theory, Mr. Mel- 
len stated to the committee. The at- 
torney general, he said, has stated that 
all the acts of the company in this re- 
epect are illegal. The attorneys for the 
railroad, Mr. Mellen said, have stated 
that they are all legal. The public is 
divided in opinion. If the company is 
to continue business in the state there 
must be either leyislative action, as 
asked for in the petition, or a prolonged 


legal controversy. 

‘The outcome of litigation, whatever 
the result might be legally, he asserted, 
would involve much ill feeling. 

The question should be cured, he main- 
tained, by legislative action. The com. 
pany wishes to brush away all the cob- 
webs and to do away with the ill feeling 
which now exists as to its policy, 

Mr. Mellen stated that he was willing 
to vield everything as a matter of cour- 
tesy, but if his legal rights were at- 
tacked the question would be a very dif- 
ferent one. He was willing to vield for 
the sake of harmony many things that 
his attorney had advised him not to 
yield. 

He stated that he was willing that an 
investigation should be made to satisfy 
the Legislature that the indebtedness of 
the company was amply secured in prop- 
erty. As an investigating board his bill 
provides the railroad commissioners, the 
bank commissioners and the tax commis- 
Bioners sitting jointiy. 


When asked if he were willing to have 
the bill referred to the next General 
Court pending an investigation by the 
joint board he replied in the affirmative. 
He further said that he was willing to 
have an investigation by any commission 
that is competent to handle the ques- 
tion, but denied any necessity of investi- 
gation. 

The bill provides that the capital 
stock of the road be authorized to be 
$121.878.100, together with an amount 
sufficient to redeem its present out- 
standing contracts. The bill also pro- 
vides for a joint board which is to in- 
VWetigate the question of whether or 
not the property of the company war- 
rants such legalization, <A report of 
this is to be made to the next General 
Court. 

Nothing in the bill is to be a waiver 
of the rights of either the common- 
wealth or the road with respect to the 
fuftre capitalization of the company. 
Mr. Mellen was willing that the inves- 
tigation should proceed as to the author- 
ization of the present capital stock, as 
well as the determination of the indebt- 
einess of the company. 

Mr. Mellen also said that he had 
drafted the bill himself, without legal 
assistance,

securities of the New Haven should not 
be validated out of hand and without 
proper investigation. It has always been 
the policy of this commonwealth that 
stock should not be issued without proof 


that it is backed by adequate property. 
‘The Boston & Maine was never allowed 


to issue stock without estimating in ad- | 


vance what the cara and locomotives it 
wished to purchase would cost.

MELBOURNE, Victoria—According to 
the latest available figures with respect 
to the referendum, there was a majority 
of 25,000 out of the total number of 
1,278,000 votes recorded, against the pro- 
posed financial agreement. Under this 
agreement it was arranged that the com- 
monwealth should return 25s. per head of 
its population from the customs revenue 
to each state, while under the present 
arrangement the states @eceive 25 per 
cent of the customs receipts collected in 
their territories. Queensland, western 
Australia and Tasmania are in favor of 
the change, while Victoria, New South 
Wales and South Australia are against 
it. The proposal is practically certain to 
be rejected.

Sin and dis- 
ease appear wholly as the evidence of the 
senses. If they are ever to disappear, that 
evidence must be taken tnto consideration.

The artistic vitality of the city mani- | 
fested itself in a surprising way in the 
work of the Boston Orchestral Club, un- 
der the presidency of Mrs. R. J. Hall and 
under the musical direction of Georges | 
Longy. This club has brought forward | 
music hitherto unknown to Boston, chiefly | 
that of present-day French composers. 
On its programs have appeared names of 
Frenchmen who belong to an association 
lately organized in Paris—the Independ- 
ent Musical Society. The name is one| 
behind which French musicians who have 
not studied at the Paris Conservatory 
have sometimes protected themselves: 
but the members of the Independent 
Musical Society are of the Conservatory, 
and they only intend their name to mean 
that they are progressive. Marvelous 
sounding music is said to be heard at the 
concerts of the Independents; and mar- 
velous it must be if it is like that which 
the Boston society having purposes akin 
to theirs, the Orchestral Club, has played 
of late. Are there any champions of 
classic music left in Boston? There can- 
not be, or somebody would call Mr. Longy 
to account for training the young play- 
ers of the Orchestral Club in music which 
after a year or two they may wish to 
forget.

l'nited States Steel was less active but 
atill the leader. A feature in the cor- 
poration’s business of the past two weeks 
is the large for export. Business 
at home is said to have had a temporary 
Jull, but friends of the corporation pre- 
dict a most prosperous current quarter. 
While the margin of profit on the export 
business is smaller than in the case of 
domestic business, shipments of steel to 
foreign countries serves to keep the mills 
in more active and at the 
same time greatly reduces the cost of 
production. It must be remembered that 
the United States Steel Corporation is 
making its present large earnings in the 
face much lower prices than pre- 
vailed for Steel in 1907, an increase in 
wages amounting to nearly $1,000,000 a 
year and the establishment of a very 
costly insurance fund for employees. For 
the past three months pig iron has been 
a disturbing factor, prices having de- 
clined several dollars a ton. Now that 
consumers have adopted a policy of cur- 
tailment and prices are close to cost, an 
iuprovement can be expected. 

The earnings of the United States Steel 
Corporation in the current quarter are 
expected to approximate $42,000,000. 
This would mean about 4 per cent avail- 
able for dividends, on the common stock. 
If the outlook for the steel industry in 
the latter part of July is favorable, an 
extra dividend on the common stock is 
anticipated. On a basis of 4 per cent 
earned for the common stock, there would 
remain for the property, after the dis- 
tribution of the regular dividend of 1% 
per cent, 2%, per cent. An extra dividend 
of 34 of 1 per cent would mean a balance 
of approximately $10,000,000, which could 
be used for new construction, if the 
directors deemed advisable to take 
such action.

TRAFFIC ON Tit 
WESTERN ROADS 
GENERALLY GOOD 


Light Coal Tonnage Is More 
Than Offset by General 
Merchandise—F arming Ac- 
tivities Resumed. 


LAND SPECULATION 


CHICAGO—Business over the western 
railroads is reported by traffic men as 
generally satisfactory. The only unfav- 
orable feature at the moment is the light 
coal traffic. The tonnage movement is 
heavier than that of a year ago and 
general merchandise shipments are more 
than making up for the loss of the coal 
shipments caused by the closing of the 
mines. There has, however, been an im- 
provement in the class of freight west of 
the Missouri river during the past week, 
although east of there the situation 
shows no change. 

Western banking interests say they 
are not pessimistic over the outlook gen- 
erally, even though there is extreme dul- 
ness and depressing influences working 
in some departments. 

There has been a resumption of farm- 
ing activities and with the show of con- 
fidence in this direction interior mer- 
chants were in a better mood to make 
free purchases at the leading distrib- 
uting points. A good authority who has 
been keeping in close touch with condi- 
tions in the farming districts says that 
there is no shortage of money amonz thie 
farmers and that when they over 
the land fever they will be back into the 
market for manufactured products on a 
large scale. It was pointed out that 
country bankers are watching the situ- 
ation closely and are attempting to curb 
the land speculators. When & depositor 
draws his money bankers immediately 
make inquiries as to what use the money 
is to be put and if they learn that it is 
going into speculation they use their 
best influence to prevent it. 

As the season advances there 
apprehension concerning the amount of 
damage to crops as a result of the recent 
freeze. It is admitted that early fruits 
and vegetables were damaged to the ex- 
tent of millions of dollars, but those who 
have investigated thoroughly the last 10

»days are convinced that the loss will not 


begin to approximate the first’ estimates. 
As far as the grain crops are concerned, 
where actual damage has occurred, it 
came early enough to replant to other 
grains and a sufficient acreage will 
in to offset the loss. 

Buyers of merchandise show some hesi- 
tation but there are evidences of return- 
ing confidence and men on the road are 
beginning to send in more satisfactory 
orders, although the demand for season- 
merchandise continued of moderate 
volume. In the dry goods trade a health- 
ier feeling pervaded the market which 
jobbers and others found to be in a much 
stronger position. There was a steady 
and encouraging demand for. cotton, all 
classes of seasonable dress goods and 
ready to wear garments. 

The iron and steel industry locally de- 
veloped no new features of importance 
There was a smaller amount of unfilled 
orders and the trade generally displayed 
the usual showing up at this season of 
the year; still enough business was done 
to prevent serious complaint. Building 
materials were bought liberally. Busi- 
ness in wholesale groceries was of fair 
volume. Inquiries among distributors 
in several lines of trade developed little 
cause for complaint with regard Yo col- 
lections. 

Railroads operating eastward from 
Chicago and St. Louis are not holding 
their own as compared with a year ago, 
althoygh there are a few classes of 
freight that show good gains over that 
period. The principal volume of business 
is in merchandise, but direct shipments 
from Chicago showed a heavier tonnage 
of oats and provisions, notably dressed 
beef. 

Shipments of these articles have been 
stimulated by the reduced stocks in the 
East, which has increased the buying 
here of late. The car situation is so 
easy with many roads that the largest 
shippers say they have ceased to con- 
sider it a factor, as all they have to do is 
to make a request and the cars are fur- 
nished without delay. Shipments to the 
East and Southeast were larger, as the 
provision movement has picked up de- 
cidedly in that direction of late.

NEW SAFETY LAMP 
TO Be INTRODUCED 
INTO COAL MINES 


Number of Explosions Ex- 
pected to Be Reduced by 
New Invention Which Is 


Lighted by Special Machine 


SOME NEW FEATURES 


A reduction in the number of explos- 
ions in English coal mines is hoped for 
by the introduction of a newly-invented 
safety mine lamp, which can be lighted 
only by a special machine for that pur- 


pose and under conditions that are said 
to be absolutely free from danger. Consul 
Benjamin F. Chase of Leeds, who has 
vestigated its workings describes?’ the 
new safety lamp as follows: 

,ihe body of the lamp is cast from 
brass and the globe-holding ring is made 
in the same way. The safety gauze, 
which is of the regulation gauze or per- 
forated copper, is shielded from actident 
by a steel hood. The lamp is so con-

THE vote on the railroad bill in the House, 
whether it be taken today or later in the 
A Truce week, will be close. The larger the adminis- 

| trations majority, of course, the stronger 
in the || the moral effect upon the action of the 
Senate. It is possible that votes on import- 
ant amendments may delay the passage of 
the measure in the House until the Senate 
shall have taken action upon it, but this does 
not seem likely at present. Evidently the 
President's friends are less doubtful of the House than they are of 
the Senate, and this week is to be mainly given up to an effort, in 
which the President will take part, looking to the strengthening of 
party lines for what promises to be the crucial struggle. 

Senators Dolliver and Cummins are engaged in campaign work 
fn Iowa, and for this reason the insurgents are willing that there be 
a truce of several days. Senator Aldrich returns to his seat today, 
and it may be taken for granted that he will refuse to countenance 
any attempt to precipitate a vote in the absence of the Iowa senators. 
Equally certain is it, however, that he will lose no time in carrying 
out the plan agreed upon before his trip to Rhode Island for the 
rallying of regulars to the last man and the prosecution of an aggres- 
sive campaign for the overthrow of insurgency and the carrying out 
of the President’s program. 

In the meantime there will be conferences at the White House. 
‘Those senators who are disposed to be sympathetic at times toward 
the progressive idea and who, thereby, have strengthened the insur- 
gents, are to be told, it is understood, that absolute loyalty to party 
measures will henceforth be expected of them if they would be 
classed as regular. The lines will be more closely drawn than ever 
and not only the success or failure of the railroad bill, but the success 
or failure of practically all the measures recommended by the Presi- 
dent, seems dependent upon the result. 

In his speech at the annual banquet of the Passaic (N. J.) Board 
of Trade last night, the President not only expressed confidence in 
the early passage of the railroad bill with few alterations, and none 
of them calculated to greatly impair its value, but in the passage 
this session also of all the other so-called administration measures— 
the statehood bill, the postal savings bank bill, the anti-injunction 
bill, the conservation bills and the campaign publicity bill. It is not 
improbable that his optimism is due to the recent activities of the 
regular leaders in both houses and their encouraging reports to him. 
Serious opposition and determined obstruction may stilt be expected, 
however, unless, indeed, Senators Cummins and Dolliver should 
return with alarming news concerning the uncertain state of the 
party’s affairs in the West as a result of dissension in its ranks.

Wut holding that New Orleans is the 
logical site for the exposition to commem- 
orate the opening of the Panama canal in 
1915, the-Memphis (Tenn.) Commercial- 
Appeal is constrained to concede that the 
prize is going to San Francisco. Coming 
from a southern newspaper, and one so 
heartily in accord with the sentiment that is 
making for the industrial development of 
Dixie, this admission has more than ordi- 
nary interest. All phases of the contest are taken into consideration. 
Washington is situated in the East, San Francisco in the West, New 
Orleans in the South; but the first named city is out of range of the 
Canal Zone, it is held, and has no geographical claim to recognition. 
New Orleans occupies the keystone position. But, in addition to all 
the sentimental arguments in its behalf, there is the extremely practi- 
cal one that in two days San Francisco raised an exposition fund of 
$5,000,000. 

Ordinary argument is silent before such a showing as this by 
a city which only yesterday, as it were, was lying hopelessly in 
ruins. It is a showing that strikes our Memphis contemporary as it 
must strike the country at large. Everywhere it will be admitted 
that for very good reasons the exposition could most appropriately 
be held in New Orleans, but even if New Orleans had been as prompt 
as San Francisco with the necessary money, the factor of sentiment 
would still have favored the latter city. 

There is nothing in this to discourage New Orleans. All the 
expositions in the world will not alter the fact that its geographical 
position gives it every advantage as a competitor for the trade to be 
created by the canal.

A Prince's 
i Ready-Made } 


Interview 


Tue Japanese are clever. The “Yankees of 
the Orient” are giving us westerners many a 
lesson. One of the latest is in the matter of 
interviewing. Prince Tokugawa _ Iyesato, 
sixteenth in descent from the illustrious 
Shogun Tyeyasu and president of the House 
of Peers in Japan, is en tour in this country. 
Today he is in New York. The prince has 
been in America before. He passed through 
this country twenty-odd years ago on his 
way home from England, where he attended school. He speaks 
English correctly, and is probably quite familiar with American 
methods through the reading of newspapers printed in English. Our 
habit of interviewing distinguished foreigners, and publishing their 
opinions in the press, was not unknown to Prince Tokugawa. He 
heard before he left Japan that it was attended with difficulties, and 
he resolved that when the reporters swarmed about him during his 
travels in the United States he would be prepared for them. 
Thereupon Prince Tokugawa ran over in his mind the multitude 
of questions which he presumed the press here would propound to

him and for such of them as he saw fit he wrote down replies. These 
were carefully numbered and neatly printed on little slips. All the 
way from Seattle to the sea on the east these ready-made interviews 
were given to the members of the press who eagerly sought the 
presence of the foreign visitor. It is stated that Chicago and some 
other cities were favored with slips of cherry-tinted silk, but these 
evidently gave out before the traveler arrived in the East. He was 
exceedingly courteous to the newspaper men, but they could not 
induce him, nevertheless, to add to the information he had prepared 
for them. There was certainly no opportunity for any mistake to be 
made, as all was in writing. 

Thus the prince saved his time, as well as that of his callers, and 
was able to give himself up wholly to seeing the country and observ- 
ing how America had progressed in the past quarter of a century. His 
method was certainly calculated to bear out his expressed hope and 
conviction that the friendly relations existing between Japan and the 
United States would long continue. 
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PRESIDENT TAFT’s attitude toward the purpose of securing the 
legislation promised in the national convention platform appears to 
be that if he cannot get all he wants he at least wants all he can get. 
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| THe people of the United States have made 
it plain on several occasions that they have 
a very clear sense of the distinction between 
economy and parsimony in public adminis- 
tration. Thanks to the blessings that have 
been poured upon this nation, its normal 
condition is that of plenty and prosperity, 
and, as a consequence, the burden of taxa- 
tion, generally speaking, is borne lightly. 
In other words, the ability of Americans to 
bear taxation is great, and their willingness to bear it when the 
benefits are fairly commensurate is admirable. What is demanded 
now by the great body of the taxpayers is not that any useful arm 
of the government shall be rendered inefficient by parsimony, but 
that the revenues of the government shall, in the first place, be 
employed to good purpose, and, in the second place, that they shall 
not be, under any pretext, misapplied. Those who fail to see that 
there 1s a growing disposition among the people to oppose all of 
those forms of paternalism that require appropriations do not read 
the signs of the times rightly. The kind of benevolent extravagance 
that threatens to cripple the treasury 1s no more desirable than the 
kind of economy that threatens to cripple the public service. 

It is costing something like a billion dollars a year to operate 
the federal government at present. [t costs immensely in addition 
to operate the state and local governments. The public demand is 
for administration of a high standard. This is expensive; when it 
is refused there is complaint; when it is too freely given there is 
hazard. That happy medium which insures approval and safety 
has not yet been achieved. But some of our public men are striving 
valiantly to attain it, and these should have the attention as well as 
the support of all good citizens, if for no other reason—and there 
are other reasons in plenty—than that the tendency toward public 
extravagance in these days encourages, by example, extravagance in 
private life, which, in turn, is to a very large degree resvonsible for 
the high cost of living among the masses. 

As a people we are face to face with the question of greater 
economy or greater extravagance in national admimistration. We 
cannot pause where we are for any length of time. We cannot go 
on piling up obligations year after year without eventually reaching 
the time when the burden, so long lightly borne, shall become oppres- 
sive. We shall do well if we give heed to those who are appealing to 
us to halt and consider whither we are drifting. 
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Tue two battleships that Congress has now agreed are to be 
built°at once will bring the number of such craft owned by Uncle 
Sam up to thirty-six. Perhaps the nation’s peace propagandists 
will vet be confronted with the argument that it would be almost a 
misfortune to have international peace declared at the present time 
with such an array of fine fighting ships on hand. 
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WHETHER .the proposal to hold university 
boat races on the Charles over a two-mile 
course, or the proposal to provide for the 
regulation four-mile course by constructing 
a cut-off canal near the Stadium, shall meet 
with favor in quarters where approval 1s 
essential to the success of either scheme, the | 
effect of such discussion as the projects may | 
invite should be to call public attention here- 
abouts to the magnificent opportunities 
offered by the Charles and the Charles basin for the holding of re- 
gattas. In the possession of the Charles basin Boston is fortunate 
beyond its sister American cities and beyond most of the great cities 
of the world. Many of them are built beside great rivers or greater 
lakes, but few of them have at their doors anything in the nature 
of a waterway at once so expansive and so placid as that which is 
controlled by the recently completed dam across the mouth of the 
Charles. 

The Charles basin should become a great water playground. 
It ought to become one of the foremost boating courses in the world. 
It can be made a rendezvous for smaller pleasure craft of every 
description. It should be a recreation ground for the students of 
Harvard near by, and to their initiative and leadership will lovers 
of boating in the communities along its banks look for the enthusiasm 
and energy needed in order that present movements in the right 
direction may have proper impetus. With the popularizing of the 
basin a growth of irresistible sentiment in favor of the long 
deferred movements in the parkway will be certain, and other 
dreams dear to thousands in Boston and Cambridge will be realized. 
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ArtruoucHu the farmers’ union has decided to join forces with 
the American Federation of Labor, to such extent as conditions 
permit, it will probably be some time before the men who till the 
soil will consider eight hours a day’s work. The thrifty farmer’s 
motto is: “Make hay while the sun shines,’ and it shines much longer 
than eight hours during the golden days of “the good old summer 
time.”

Dr. Cuartes W. Eviot maintains that drawing in our public 
schools is not a fad. He says it is more important than learning 
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AN EFFORT 1s now making to. saddle 
responsibility tor a great part of our national 
unrest, and unhappiness upon the middleman. 
Thus do things shift around. When matters 
are set going there is no telling where they 
will stop. This is especially true of politics 
and economics. For example, in the matter 
of fixing the cause of the prevalent high 
prices we learn—or, rather, we read—that 
the trusts are blamable for all of our ills one 
day ; that the overproduction of gold is responsible another day: that 
the fault lies with the producer, with the packer, with the cold storage 
warehouseman, with the railroads, with the touring 
the automobile, with poor housekeeping, next day. 
middleman the day after. 

From the trend of the discussion that has arisen over the latest 
scapegoat, it would seem that the middleman—the man who stands 
between the producer and the consumer—is in the way. It would 
seem that he takes profits that otherwise might be divided between 
the producer and the consumer. He is spoken of as a person wh 
has recently arrived. He is alluded to as an interloper. Whe is h 

Briefly, he is the great distributor of the nation’s products: 
who assumes most of the risk in the handling of them; the biggest 
cog in the machinery of exchange; the jobber, the wholesaler, the 
retailer; the man without whom the business of the country under 
our present syste would come to a standstill. If the middleman 
were eliminated there would be little employment for the producer. 
The middleman’s class composes the mercantile element of the 
nation. He represents trade. Without him commerce would 
languish, industry would perish. 

What folly, therefore, to talk about eliminating him! We 
might as well talk of eliminating the producer or the consumer. 
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_ Morocco is falling under the sway of western 
civilization. There are those who declare, 
somewhat sardonically, that western civiliza- 
tion means the importation of cheap rifles 
from Birmingham, which are more danger- 
ous to those who acquire them than anybody 
else, and cheap cognac from Marseilles, which 
constitutes a veritable “frewater,’ but it ts 
considerably less than half the truth. “The 

civilization of the west, like that of the east, no doubt leaves much to 

be desired, yet it is doubtful whether tn any corner of Europe, even 
in the worst stories connected with Monjuich or the fortress of 

St. Peter and St. Paul, such horrors have ever been perpetrated as 

have been habitual in the prisons of Fez. 

The present Sultan succeeded to the throne amid the acclama- 
tions of the people. They undoubtedly thought that the moment 
had come when the policy of Morocco for the Arabs was to be 
realized. The ridiculous upholstery and the gasping motor cars 
which had roused the contempt of the tribes gave place once more to 
the carpets ot the Orient and the chargers of Arabia, but with them 
there came the horrors of torture and the terrors of financial exac- 
tion. The great qualities which had distinguished Mulai Hafid as‘a 
pretender were still there, but they were forgotten in the presence 
of the enormities by means of which the Sultan attempted to shore up 
his throne. 

Simultaneously with these developments appeared the very 
conditions with which the European predilections of Abdul Aziz had 
been believed to threaten the country. The French occupied Casa 
Blanca and the neighboring ports, the Spanish poured their troops 
into Ceuta and the Riff. The very condition of things Abdul Aziz 
had been deposed to prevent came about. The tribes became uneasy, 
and the inevitable pretender again appeared. The pretender, in this 
case, is the Sultan’s brother, Mulai Kebir. He has, it appears, been 
proclaimed at Tesa, and is marching on the capital. It is as well not 
to give too much credence to his alleged victories—these are com- 
monly the sole assets of the pretender in Morocco. At the same time, 
whether the pretender is gaining ground or not, the Sultan ts 
distinctly losing it, and this makes the expressed determination of 
the Spanish government to construct a road from Ceuta to Tetuan 
the more unfortunate. There is little doubt that the proposal, if 
persisted in, will throw the whole country into a ferment. 

National feeling may easily prove too much for the Sultan. As 
a mere forlorn hope he might be led to take the terrible step of 
proclaiming a holy war, and with the green flag unfurled a condition 
of things might supervene the effects of which a generation of 
enlightened government might be insufficient to correct. .
